The house was built in 1699 and after nearly 
three centuries is still standing and occupied. Thomas was the 
Major Thomas Pate on whose plantation, “New Bottle”, his 
close friend, the hero Nathaniel Bacon died during Bacon’s 
Rebellion. For his part in the Rebellion, Major Pate probably 
had much ofhis estate confiscated, since he was apparently in 
reduced circumstances in his last years, operating a ferry on 
the York River. Also, in 1699, he applied for a license to 
operate an “ordinary”.

Know ye that for 
good causes for and in consideration of the composition to me paid, and for the 
annual rent hereafter received, I have given, granted, and confirmed, and by 
these presents for me, ry Heirs and Assigns do give, grant and confirm unto 
NICHOLAS CRIST of the County of Frederick, a certain tract or lot of land on 
Patterson's Creek known and distinguished in the Plot of Survey made by Mr. Jas. 
Gorner by the H10O and is bounded as follows: Beginning at a small Elm on the 
Westside of the Creek in the —-- journeying down the several meanders of the 
Creek N67° E 17 poles, N2° E thirty four poles, N10° E ninety two poles, North 
thirty poles, N25° E thirty eight poles to a Sassafras and Locust on the Mc--—-- 
side, thence N70° W two hundred poles, thence S15° E two hundred and forty poles 
to a black walnut, corner of lot N9°, thence along the line thereof S70° E 
twenty poles to the beginning containing one hundred sixty seven acres Together 
with all Rights, Members, and appurtenances thereon so belonging Royal Mines 
Excepted, and a full third Part of all Lead, Copper, Tinn, Coals, Iron Mines and 
Iron Ore that shall be found thereon: To have and to hold the said one hundred 
and sixty seven acres of land together will all rights to profit, and benefits 
to the same belonging or in anywise appertaining except before excepted to Him 
the said NICHOLAS CRIST, his heirs and assigns forever. He the said NICHOLAS 
CRIST, his heirs and assigns therefore yielding and Paying to me, my Heirs or 
Assigns, or to my certain Attorney or Attorneys, Agent or Agents, or to the cer- 
tain Attorney or Attorneys of my Heirs or Assigns, Proprietor of the said 
Northern Neck yearly and every year on the Feast Day of St. Michael the Archan- 
gel the Fee Rent of One Shilling sterling money tor every fifty acres of Land 
hereby granted and so proportionably for a greater or less quantity. Provided, 
that if the said NICHOLAS CRIST, his Heirs or Assigns shall not pay the said 
annual reserved Rent so that the same or any Part thereof shall be behind or un- 
paid by the space of Two whole years after the same shall become Due if lawfully 
demanded, that then it shall and may be lawful for me, my Ileirs and Assigns, 
Proprietors as aforesaid, my or their certain Attorney or Attorneys, Agent or 
Agents into the above granted Premises ta Re-enter and Hold the same so as if 
this grant had never passed, 


Given at my Office in the County of Fairfax within my said Proprietary, and 
by my Hand and Seal, Dated this sixth day of June in the twenty second year of 
the Reign of our Sovereign Lord George the second, by the Grace of God of Great 
Britain, France and Ireland, Kind defender of the Faith ye AD one thousand seven 
hundred and forty nine.

NICHOLAS CRIST — Deed 
for 167 on Patterson's Creek 
N 10: 


Thomas Fairfax, 6th Baron Fairfax of Cameron, was born Oct. 22, 1693, in Kent, 
England. He inherited estates in the Northern Neck of Virginia comprising more 
than five million acres between the Rappahannock and Potomac rivers. He visited 
the property during 1735-1737, but did not take up residence until 1747, Being 
a loyalist, his properties were confiscated after the Revolutionary War. Baron 
Fairfax died in Greenway Court, Frederick County, Virginia, December 9, 1781. 


NOTE: Nicholas Crist was on the property as lative as 1757, when he was taxed 


fifteen pounds of tobacco. 
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PART I 
JOHN CRIST/CRISS 


The earliest record of John Crist in Pennsylvania is 1768, when along with 
Andrew Poe and Andrew Rankin, he settled on Harmon's Creek, Washington County, 
then in the heart of an unknown wilderness. None of the young trio was married, 
‘go they lived together. John evidently was raised in old Virginia, and made the 
move to Pennsylvania prior to the Revolutionary War with other members of the 
family. His brother, Nicholas, settled to the south on the Monongahela River 
at a spot now known as Donora, Pa. The original patent of Nicholas was No. 3090 
with survey dated July 20, 1769, and the 223 acre plot was known as "Strasburg." 
Nicholas and John were settled about forty miles apart, and there is some record 
that Nicholas also had land on Harmon's Creek, but that story will be covered in 
part II of this book under Nicholas Crist. 


In pursuance of a Virginia Patent dated December 14, 1785, John Crist 
acquired 349 acres of land on Harmon's Run which he called "Hermitage." The 
patent for this iand was granted by the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, January 
11, 1788. The original sheep-skin patent was for years in the possession of 
Charles L. Criss, a grandson of John. It has probably been handed down through 
the descendents of Charles to other members of the family. 


His farm extended along the creek almost a mile with considerable acreage 
of good fertile bottom land, and up the wooded hills-on either side. The loca- 
tion of present day Hanlin Station on the Panhandle Railroad is approximately 
the center of the fari. Ilis log cabin was located near a spring where the Chas. 
Hanlin home, built by William Criss, was located. 


In .1804, John Crist sold 58 acres at the northwest corner of his tract to 
Richard Hanlin. This became the Jacob Yates farm. In 1813, he sold the western 
part of his original tract to his son Jacob for $600.00. In the body. of the 
deed, the names both appear as "Christ", while the signature is "Crist." This 
parcel of land later became the Rittenhouse Criss farm and remained in the Criss 
name until 1916. As noted before, there is a discrepancy in the spelling of the 
family name that has existed for many, many years. In John's will dated 1821, 
he signs by mark, but the name is spelled out as "Crist." About 1830, the date 
of John's death, the spelling "Criss" came into popular use, and his sons 
executed various agreements in relation to their father's estate, all of which 
are signed, "Criss." Portions of the family that migrated to Kentucky and Ohio 
did retain the spelling as "Crist", and their descendents use that spelling as 
of now. One would almost have to believe that the name was originally of the 
"Crist" spelling, and only time will really tell why some members changed to the 
spelling, "Criss." 


John Crist was reported to have married one Ursulla Hawkins. She evidently 
passed away around 1820, and no record of her parents has been found. There is 
some indication that the Hawkins family movements from Virginia closely followed 
that of the Crist family. In fact, a John Ilawkins lived next door to the Crist 
family, and he was possibly a relative of Ursulla. After the death of Ursulla, 
John Crist moved in with his son Wiliiam, and remained there until his death in 
1830. The remaining property was willed to William, and was later sold to Grant 
and Charles Hanlin. The name of the home place then became known as Hanlin's 
Station, a landmark still on the maps of Washington County, Pa. 


John Crist/Criss had a family of six sons and one daughter; William, Jacob 
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Henry, Nicholas, John, Jr., George, and Sarah. ‘inese children will be toliowed 
from the charts on the family members. It is noteworthy the way these original 
given names were used down through the years, even with the family members that 
migrated to Kentucky and Ohio. 


John's original land settlement was made under Virginia, and during the Rev- 
olutionary War, when Virginia was in full control of this territory, all set- 
tlers were required to take an oath of allegiance to Virginia. Then when the 
boundary dispute was resolved, they all became citizens of Pennsylvania, and it 
is recorded where John Crist and many of his neighbors appeared before a Justice 
of the Peace in Cross Creek and took the oath of allegiance to Pennsylvania. 


As citizens of Pennsylvania, many were inducted into the Washington County 
militia about 1781. (Pennsylvania Archives 6th Series, Vol 2, page 152) Famil- 
iar names appearing on this roll are John Criss, Thomas Ward, John Stephenson, 
Adam and Andrew Poe, and Boston Burget, who founded Burgettstown, Pa. 


John Crist had a grist mill on the creek at the eastern line of his tract 
which he sold in 1830, the year he died, to John Hawkins. This John Hawkins 
could possibly be a relative of John Crist's wife, Ursulla, and this matter will 
be investigated further. This mill property was at some point converted from 
water power to steam power, and became the property of Grant Hanlin. In the 
latter part of the nineteenth century, this mill contained a saw mill, not with 
a circular blade, but with one that operated straight up and down. The mill was 
operated by Grant Hanlin and two of his sons, Xinophon and Francis. For his pay 
the miller took as toll a certain portion of the grain to be ground. Money in 
those days was very scarce. 


John Crist is supposed to be buried in Bethel Cemetery, Eldersville, Pa. 
A large field stone crudely carved, "J. C." is supposed to mark his grave, but 
a close examination of the grounds does not reveal such a stone. His estate 
papers show a payment of "ten dollars in full for coffin for John Criss, decd." 


The descendents of John Crist should understand and appreciate something of 
the hardships and dangers which fell to his lot as one of the early settlers on 
the frontier of this nation. These early settlers on this outpost of civiliza- 
tion had no civil government, especially during the Revolution. The nearest 
court was fifty miles away. Money was almost unknown, no roads worthy of the 
name, no means of transportation except on horseback over rough trails, and no 
medical facilities when they were ill. The greatest danger was from Indians who 
had been oppressed and cheated by white traders until they regarded every white 
man as an enemy. These white traders furnished the Indians with fire water and 
fire arms. 


The settlement of John Crist was only ten miles or less fron the Ohio River, 
at the mouth of Harmon's Creek, and beyond that was Indian country. On the old 
farm there was a clump of trees on the hillside near the Panhandle Railroad, 
which was always pointed out as the place where the women and children hid when 
there was an alarm of Indians. Family stories recall how Sarah, the daughter of 
John Crist, had told how the women and children took their refuge there. The 
men, of course, armed with rifles, stood ready to fight. 


INDIAN TROUBLES 


There were numerous "forts" and "blockhouses" where whole families of the 
neighborhood would take refuge when there was a general uprising of Indians. 
There was Well's fort on Cross Creek, about five miles to the south; Doddridge's 
fort and Teeter's forts near the present site of Independence, about five miles 
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Mm to the south, both built in 1773; Vance's fort near the present site of Cross 
Creek Village, built in 1774, was about four or five miles east of the Crist 
m: farm. This was one of the best known forts in the locality; Cherry's fort in 

what is still known as Cherry Valley, running east from Burgettstown. This fort 
a was built in 1774. John Cherry was later killed by the Indians. Dillow's fort 
@ in Hanover Township, and about five miles to the north, was built in 1780. 


The building of these forts in 1773 and 1774 indicates that this section was 
pretty well settled at that time. It would seem quite likely that John Crist 
was then on Harmon's Creek. It indicates further that there was some threaten-— 
ing danger from the Indians which prompted all these defensive preparations. 


: In April of 1774, Indian Chief Logan, Chief of the Mingoes, with his family 
». gnd a small party of Indians was camped on the west side of the Ohio at Yellow 
Creek, not far from the present site of New Cumberland, and on April 30th, they 
were invited over to Baker's Bottom on the east side of the river where a man 
named Baker had a tavern, and were promised rum. Chief Logan was not in attend- 
ance, but about ten Indians including Logan's brother, his sister and evidently 
his wife, accepted what they thought was a friendly invitation. Rum was pro- 
duced as promised and a number of the party became intoxicated. Others of the 
Indians were induced to engage in a shooting contest until their ammunition was 
exhausted. Then a party of whites under Daniel Greathouse, who lived on King's

Lord Dunmore, Colonel Governor of Virginia at Williamsburg, organized a con- 
siderable force which he commanded in person in a move against the Indians. 
This army assembled in 1774 at Fort Pitt (called Fort Dunmore during the Vir-

a ginia occupation) then moved down the Ohio River and into the Indian country. 
es The Indians were defeated and by the terms of the Treaty, they surrendered all 
es =6=stthe prisoners and horses they had stolen, and agreed not to hunt on the east 

B side of the Ohio River. The whites agreed not to hunt on the west side. Dun- 
ee more with 700 men traveled by water to Ft. Fincastle (Wheeling) and was joined 
a there by a force which came by land, "with 500 men, 50 pack horses, and 200 bul- 
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lief to the settlers on Harmon's Creek, but the Revolutionary War was just 
around the corner and the British, operating from Detroit had formed an alliance 
with many Indian tribes. However, the Ilarmon's Creek section had comparatively 
few raids prior to 1780. 


In 1778, Alexander McKee, who lived at what is now McKee's Rocks, and Mat- 
thew Elliott, who may have been one of the Elliotts in the Elliott Borough 
region, were about to be arrested as Tories but escaped down the river and join- 
ed the Indians in Ohio. They succeeded in inducing some tribes to take up arms 
against the whites on the east side of the Ohio River, then went to Detroit and 
were given commissions in the British Army. From that time, they led the mem- 
bers of the various tribes in committing atrocities against the whites. They 
paid bounties to the Indians for scalps. of white people and for whites taken 
prisoner. 


After so many Indian tribes had joined the British, it became necessary for 
the white population in Washington County, which was organized in 1781, to take 
more definite action for protection of the western border. The Washington 
County militia was organized and Peter Kidd's company included Thomas Ward, John 
Criss, together with Philip Jackson, Robert Wallace, and Adam and Andrew Poe, to 
be referred to later. The city of Eldersville now stands on the former tract of 
Thomas Ward, mentioned above. 


The Supreme Executive Council of Pennsylvania directed the County Lieuten- 
ants of Washington and Westmoreland Counties to furnish to General Irvine, in 
command of Fort Pitt, from time to time such numbers of troops from the militia 
as he might consider necessary. It was decided that Washington County would 
keep a total force of 160 men in actual service under two field officers con- 
Stantly ranging the frontier of the Ohio River from Montour's Bottom to Wheel- 
ing. These men were to serve "on tours" for certain periods of time. Their 
rations were to be one pound of beef, or three quarters of a pound of pork, one 
pound of bread, one gill of whiskey per day, and one quart of salt and two 
quarts of vinegar for every 100 rations. Also soap and candles. It is a safe 
assumption that John Criss was called upon to serve his time as a ranger. 


About 1780, the condition of the western settlers became almost intolerable. 
McFarland's History of Washington County expresses it this way: "The harassed 
and distracted inhabitants had no permanent safe houses, no certain government, 
and no sure title or promise of any. They had but’ little provisions, cattle or 
crops, no money of any value to purchase with, and very little if anything in 
the community that could be bought. The Virginia adherents saw the best of the 
horseshoe land about to be snatched away by the Pennsylvania boundary line sur- 
vey, and the Pennsylvania adherents saw the Virginia surveyors embracing or 
encroaching on their settlements by these surveys of vast tracts of land. It is 
impossible to conceive of a situation more distressing." 


In addition to all this, the Indian troubles became more acute. In the sum- 
mer of 1779, the Indians captured the wife of William Reynolds on Cross Creek. 
They were pursued by a posse of whites which included Robert McCready, a neigh- 
bor of John Criss, but they killed their prisoner and escaped. 


In the spring of 1780, five men were killed and three boys and three girls 
were taken prisoner at a sugar camp on Raccoon Creek. In 1781, a band of 
Indians captured Philip Jackson in a flax field at his home on Harmon's Creek, 
about two miles from the Criss settlement. Jackson was a carpenter, and for 
this reason, valuable to the Indians. Jackson's son witnessed the capture and 
went on foot to Fort Cherry to raise an alarm. Next morning a posse of 17 men

The chase was continued the greater part of the night. In the morning, the 
party found themselves on the trail of the Indians, which led to the river. 
When arrived within a little distance of the river, Adam Poe, fearing an ambush, 
left the party and proceeded on his own. He proceeded under cover of the weeds 
and bushes along the brink of the river, hoping to come upon the rear of the 
Indian party. He had not gone far when he spotted the Indian raft at the edge 
of the water. Not seeing any Indians, he stepped softly down the bank with his 
m . rifle cocked. When about half way down, he discovered the large Wyandot chief 
and a small Indian within a few steps of him. They were standing with their 
guns cocked and looking in the direction of the party, who by this time had gone 
some distance lower down the bottom. Poe took aim at the large chief, but his 
rifle missed fire. The Indians hearing the snap of the gun lock, instantly 
turned round and discovered Poe, who, being too near them to retreat, dropped 
his gun and sprang from the bank upon them, seizing the large Indian by the 
cloths on his breast, and at the same time, embracing the neck of the smaller 
one, A terrible struggle ensued during which time the smaller Indian was able 
to free himself, and raced for his tomahawk. Poe was able to deflect the blows, 
but not without being badly battered on the arm. In a sudden move, Poe leaped 
free and grabbed one of the Indian's rifles, and shot the small Indian dead. 
The battle with the large Indian continued with both slipping and sliding down 
the bank into the water. There they tried to drown each other. 


Andrew Poe had been looking for his brother, and came upon the struggle just 
in time to find the large Indian free and attempting to shoot Adam. Fortunately 
for Adam, the Indian had picked up the rifle used to kill his companion. Andrew 
took aim and fired, only to find his rifle was also empty. It then became a 
race between Andrew and the Indian to see who could load first. Andrew was the 
winner, and shot the indian as he was raising his gun to take aim. As soon as 
Andrew had shot the Indian, he jumped into the river to assist his wounded bro- 
ther to shore; but Adam, thinking more of the honor of carrying the big Indian's 
scalp home as a trophy of victory, urged Andrew to go back and prevent the 
struggling savage from rolling himself into the river and escaping. Andrew's 
solicitude for the life of his brother prevented him from complying with this 
request. 
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In the meantime, the Indian, jealous of the honor of his scalp, even in the 
. agonies of death, succeeded in reaching the river and getting into the current, 
-go that his body was never obtained. Three of the whites were killed in this 
‘encounter, and five of the six Indians were slain. Adam Poe was severely 
wounded by one of his own party that came upon the struggle in the river. 
Taking Adam as one of the Indians, he put a shot in Adam's shoulder, a wound he 
recovered from. 


On April 2, 1782, an order on State funds was drawn to pay Adam Poe 12 pds 
10 shillings "for taking an Indian scalp in the County of Washington." This may 
not have been the scalp of Big Foot, because history says his body fell into the 
river and was carried downstream. 


The Gnadenhutten Massacre of March, 1782, was planned at Vance's Fort near 
the present site of Cross Creek Village, and only a few miles from John Crist 's 
home. No complete list of those that participated has been preserved, but we 
“ean only hope that if such a list were available, John Crist's name would not 
sppear on it. This massacre at Gnadenhutten incited the Indians to greater vio- 
- Jence upon the settlers. They operated from the Sandusky region under the di- 
- ection of the British at Detroit. 
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came under the command of General Irvine, commander of Fort Pitt. He decided to 
fill the ranks with volunteers rather than draft the militia, but the force was 
largely madeup of volunteers from the militia. Colonel William Crawford was put 
in command of the expedition which consisted of about 500 volunteers, 350 of 
them from Washington County, each of whom furnished his own horse, arms and 
equipment. They assembled at Mingo Bottoms, May 24, 1782, and proceeded north- | 
ward toward Sandusky country. 5 | 
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This expedition was spotted by Indian scouts who warned their forces who 
were reinforced by the British. Colonel Crawford's forces were defeated and 
driven back. Colonel Crawford was taken prisoner, along with Dr. Knight, the 
surgeon who accompanied the expedition, and others. The rest of the retreating 
force under Colonel Williamson, second in command, reached the Ohio River at 
Mingo Bottom June 13th. 


Colonel Crawford was doomed to death. It was apparent he was to be burned 
at the stake. He was stripped and painted black. With his hands tied, he was 
pounced upon by the assembled Indians and unmercifully beaten. Then he was tied 
to the stake at the end of a short rope, and the fire was kindled all around the 
stake. The Indian warriors loaded their guns with powder only, and shot the hot 
powder into his flesh - history says about seventy times. le called out to one 
of the whites with the Indians to shoot him, but was refused. This torture kept ¥ 
up for hours, and he was slowly roasted to death. Dr. Knight was a witness to j; 
all this, and was supposed to get the same treatment, but he was able to escape 
and published the whole story. 
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After the close of the Revolution, there was less trouble with the Indians 
in the neighborhood where John Crist lived, but there were occasional incidents 
of violence. 


In 1791, President Washington authorized two expeditions against the Ohio 
country, both which failed. General Arthur St. Clair of Ligonier led the sec- 
ond with an army made up of regular army men and militia from Pennsylvania, Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky. It is said that the losses to this small army in a desper- 
ate battle were greater than those incurred by Washington in any battle of the 
Revolution. 


President Washington then chose General Anthony Wayne to organize a third 
expedition. He arrived in Pittsburgh in 1/792 to head an army of five thousand 
men. After wintering over about 20 miles south of Pittsburgh on the Ohio River, 
he took his army to Cincinnati where he was reinforced by regulars and militia- 
men from Kentucky. He then turned north, building forts as he progressed. The 
severe fighting did not begin until mid year 1794, with the final engagement, 
the Battle of Fallen Timbers, August 20, 1794. A treaty was signed August 3, 
1795, three years after Wayne first took charge. His victory was complete, and 
the threat of Indian attack on the western border was finally removed. 
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One cannot overlook a short discertation on the Poe brothers, who were the 
friends and fighting companions of John Crist for so many years on the western 
frontier. In Forrest's History of Washington County, Pennsylvania, the Poe 
brothers are described as "Indian hunters - not Indian fighters." One can only 
use his imagination as to what this means. Both of the Poe brothers were born 
in Frederick County, Maryland, sons of George Poe, a large land owner. The a 
father died in 1756 when Andrew was fourteen years of age. Shortly afterwards, §.. 
Andrew left Maryland and went to Fort Pitt, where he stayed for several years, 
and acquired a little property. In 1768, in company with John Christ and Andrew ge 
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Rankin, he settled on Harmon's Creek, Washington County, Pa. It would appear 
that our ancestor was associated with a rough, tough group of young men, and one 
can only guess at the adventures he participated in. Nicholas R. Criss, I, in 
his discertation on the Criss family, states that Isaac Criss, son of William, 
told him that as a very young boy he had often listened to his grandfather and 
Adam Poe discussing their common experiences on the frontier. What a wonderful 
experience it would be to be able to share some of those stories today. Adam 
Poe lived only about two miles from John Crist, and his brother, Andrew, not 
much farther away. 


In order that we may understand the geography of Washington County, it will 
be noted that the Crist land lay one half in what was then Cross Creek Township 
and one half in Hanover Township. Harmon's Creek ran through the tract and emp- 
tied into the Ohio River opposite where Steubenville now stands. Cross Creek 
ran parallel to Harmon's Creek about four or five miles to the south and emptied 
into the Ohio opposite the site of Mingo Junction, Ohio. King's Creek was four 
or five miles to the north, and emptied into the Ohio above Wierton, W. Va. Our 
ancestor, Elijah Rittenhouse, lived on King's Creek at the line between Pennsyl- 
vania and (now) West Virginia. Raccoon Creek flows north from Burgettstown, 
Pennsylvania, and forms the eastern boundary of Hanover Township.

Nicholas Crist was the first born of the marriage of John Crist, Sr, and 
Ursilla Hawkins, a farm family of Harmons Creek, Pennsylvania. Born and raised 
on the family place, Nicholas probably acquired all his schooling in Hanover 
Township schools, 


We know from land papers that Nicholas married a girl named Sally, and the 
family started off living in Washington County, Hanover Township, Pennsylvania. 
By 1810, the family had grown to eleven. Sometime after 1810, the family moved 
to Stark County, Ohio. 


By 1820, the family has increased by at least seven more children, possibly 
more. One would assume that a family of this size would be easy to trace, but 
it is not to be. The many girls of the family married off and became lost, and 
only four of the sons are evident. 


Nicholas lived very close to the eastern border of Tuscarawas County, Ohio, 
and some of his children actually lived there. After the sale of the family

property, the family of Nicholas seems to disappear. Nicholas and his wife may , 
have moved west with son Peter, and this will have to be checked out at a later 


date.

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NICHOLAS and SARAH (SALLY) CRIST 


Born, raised and married in Washington County, Pennsylvania. By 1800, this 
marriage had produced seven children; five daughters and two sons. By 1810, and 
still living in Hanover township, the family has increased to seven daughters 
and four sons. 


It is not known just when Nicholas and his family departed Pennsylvania to 
take up residence in Ohio, but he evidently made the move after 1810, for he was 
still living in Hanover Township at that time. The records would indicate that 
he purchased land in Carroll County, Ohio, and was granted a deed to the acreage 
in 1822 as indicated by the deed signed by the President, James Monroe. To be 
handled by such a high office, the land was obviously surplus government prop- 
erty. 


On September 27, 1832, Nicholas Sr. sold to Nicholas Ure e4Onacressormctnas 
land for $200.00, lying in NW quarter of Section No 1, Township 16, Range 7. 


In the 1834 tax rolls for Carroll County, Nicholas Sr. has 124 acres in 
Township 16, Section 1, Range 7, NW quarter, value of $232.00. Nicholas Jr. 
has 40 acres in Township 16, Range 7, WNW quarter (40 acres) valued at S15 6U0%

Note: Aaron Elliot, a land owner of Carroll County, has 163 acres in Township 
16, Range 7, Section 1, NE quarter, value of $326.00. 


On November 18, 1837, Nicholas Jr. sold to above Aaron Elliott, his 40 acres 
of land as described above. It is assumed that Nicholas Jr. then left the area 
for Richland County, Ohio, Jefferson Township, where he raised his family. 


Aaron Elliott again became involved with the Crist family when he was named 
guardian of three of the minor children of John Crist, son of Nicholas Sr., in 
August of 1838. 
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On November 30, 1843, Nicholas Sr. and Sarah, his wife, sold their 163 acres 
less 40 sold to Nicholas Jr., to Jacob Woy. The whereabouts of Nicholas Sr. and §: 
his wife after the sale is not known. Both would be in their seventies, and may 
have moved in with one of their children.

My father remem- 
bered this, because his mother gave him the 
biggest bowlful, because he was the biggest 
one of the children. He was then about 7 years 
old. He said how happy they were when they 
saw their father coming over the prairie from 
a different direction than they expected him 
to come. They all ran out to meet him. 

Since the Kvam family were among the 
very earliest settlers in this region, many 
subsequent families of Norwegians stayed in 
their home until they established their own 
claims and built their own homes. 

Jens acquired a farm in the Shell Creek 
community near his parents’ homestead. 

In 1912, he was married to Laura Criss 
Harris. They were the parents of two chil- 
dren: Eleanor Kari, who is married to Lloyd 
J. MacDowell, and living in Lincoln, Nebras- 
ka. They had 3 children, Lloyd J., (deceased), 
Jonathan C., Lincoln, Nebraska, and Mary 
W., married to Jim Hoover, and living in 
Washington. Jerome Lincoln is married to 
Laverne Nore. Jens and Laura also provided 
a home for the four Harris children, Inez, who 
married Victor St. Louis, Norma, Mrs. Mark 
Nelson, Chas. C. Harris, and Frank G. Harris. 

Lgura Kvam was a teacher and a seam- 
stress. She was born in Saunders County, 
NE., and came to Petersburg with her 
parents, George and Nancy Troth Criss. She 
had one brother, Dennis Criss of Stuart, Ne., 
and Elsie Criss Kinney who lived in Peters- 
burg and Albion. 

Mr. Kvam passed away in 1950, and Mrs. 
Kvam in 1954. They were laid to rest at Mt. 
Pleasant Cemetery in Petersburg, Ne.

Was a farmer all his life, and contributed to his community in an honor- 
able and creditable manner. 


Married November 25, 1799, to Hannah Rittenhouse, daughter of Elijah and

Jacob, Hannah, John and William G. Criss are interred at the Bethel Church- 
yard cemetery, just outside of Eldersville, Pennsylvania. Several of the Criss 
infants are also buried there. This is the cemetery where the father, John, is 
supposedly buried under a large fieldstone crudely carved, "J. C." The locale 
is on a ridge overlooking valleys on each side, and is a beautiful and solemn 
setting for our loved ones resting spot.

just debts are paid. I dispose of my worldly substance as follows: I will and 
bequeath to my son, Nicholas, the tract of land on which he now lives.

: Sons Readinghous and Jacob Q. the tract of land on which I now live. I also 
allow the above named sons to pay to my other heirs to be named afterwards the

Henry, four hundred and ninty-five dollars each. Readinghous and Jacob Q., five 
hundred dollars each. I further bequeath to my son William what land I own in 
the State of Ohio. I also bequeath to my daughter Mary Johnston eighteen acres 
of land where she now lives on the east side of the hill. I also allow the rest 
of the last named tract of land to be sold by my executor, five years after my 
decease and the price of the same to be equally divided among my heirs. I also 
allow my sons Readinghous and Jacob Q. to have the use of said land to the time 
it is to be sold.

The land remained in the Criss family until sold by the heirs of Rittenhouse 
Criss. After the land had been stripped by coal interests, the tiny village 
shrank to it's present status of but a few old time residents. 

Nicholas Rittenhouse Criss, a son of Rittenhouse, was evidently the first to 
recognize the significance of retaining some sort of record of the family. It 
was his early efforts that have made it so much easier to take up where he left 
off, and pursue the family through the generations and many moves across the 
country. Fortunately, other members of the Crist/Criss family are also inter- 
ested in the family history, and have provided much information to this effort 


to present a record of the family. Perhaps, someday, our own children will be- 
come more aware of the past, and then this will all be of some value.

John Criss was the fourth son and child of Jacob and Hannah Criss. Born and 
raised on the family farm in Washington County, Pennsylvania. Believed to have 
married a daughter of David Martin of Cross Creek Township. 


Married circa 1826, John and his wife had one child, David M. Criss. During 
the period 1828-1833, this marriage was terminated by death or divorce. Nothing 
has been found in the records, and it is hoped the facts will come to light in 
the future. 


About 1833, John Criss took as his second wife, Margaret Smith, daughter of 
Alex and Jennet Smith of Cross Creek. This marriage resulted in the birth of 
four more children. 


Margaret Smith was born in 1812, and died August 20, 1882. She lived on 
the family farm with her son, Joseph, until her death. She is interred at the 
Cross Creek Cemetery along with a spinster daughter, Hannah Jane. 


John Criss is interred at the Bethel Church Cemetery, Eldersville, Pa., with 
the parents, Jacob and Hannah Criss. Other members of the Criss family are also 
interred at this cemetery. 


Nothing is known of the final resting place of John's first wife, but the 
records tend to indicate that John may have been involved in land holdings in 
0) along with other members of the family. Possibly, the death of his wife 
May Mave taken place there. Only time will tell, and this perplexing part of 
the family history is one that hopefully will be resolved.

David Criss was born in the Cross Creek area of Washington County, Penn- 
sylvania, and was raised on the farms of his father and uncle, William. 


David was but thirteen years of age when his father died, and the step- 
mother, Margaret, was unable to tend the children. Upon the petition of 
David's grandfather, Jacob Criss, the court appointed his uncle, William 
Criss, as guardian. 


TRIVIA Hannah L. Criss, by her father Rittenhouse, presented her petition 
setting forth that she is a minor under 14 years that she is entitled to 
an interest in the estate of her grandfather, Abraham Fink, deceased, in 
right of her mother, Mary (Fink) Criss, deceased, and that she has no 
person authorized to take charge of the same therefore praying the court 
to appoint her a guardian for that purpose. Wherefore the court appoint 


David M. Criss guardian of the estate of said minor and approve his bond 
11-16-1854. 


The above appointment evidently took place at about the time of David's 
marriage to Elizabeth Cole, of Cross Creek. Elizabeth was the daughter 
of William and Mary Cole, of Washington County, Pa. The elder Cole's 
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led the way for the two families into Iowa sometime prior to 1870 when ca 
they were situated in Madison County, Douglas Township. The elder Cole's” 
are interred at the Primitive Baptist Church, Winterset, Iowa. Their 

final resting place is adjacent to that of their grandson, Joseph Oliver 
Criss, and his wife, Martha (Cox) Criss. r 


David Criss served in Beaver County, Pa., as an apprentice machinist, 
Later, in 1863, he and his half-brother, Joseph Criss, purchased a Diece = 
of land from their uncle, Samuel Wright, and built a steam saw mill. = 


Sometime between 1865 and 1868, David and Elizabeth made their way to 
Coshocton County, Ohio, and took up the life of a farm family. By this 
time the family had grown to five children. David Seymour was the first 
child born in Ohio. 


David was struck down in the prime of his life by blood poisoning. His 
wife was carrying their ninth child at the time of his death. She con- 
tinued to maintain the family in spite of the adversities, and saw them 
all reach maturity. 


David is interred in the Jefferson Cemetery, Warsaw, Ohio. It is a 
small cemetery situated along the roadside, and his stone is very easily 
seen while passing by. Elizabeth passed away in 1904, and her burial 
spot has not been found.

In the early days, the same equipment was used in both places of 
business, and the members of the firm assisted each other in the 
funeral work. 


During the ensuing years, four different locations have housed the 
firm. In 1921, they completed their own building which was one of 
the most modern and complete funeral homes in the County. 


David was never an office seeker, nevertheless, he was a staunch 
Democrat, and many affairs of the Party were discussed in the office 
of the funeral home when friends gathered for friendly conversation. 


After a normal day in his office, David became ill the night of July 
4th, 1934. The illness persisted, and two nights later, he was op- 
erated on. Complications from a ruptured appendix set in, and David 
passed away the following Sunday afternoon, July 8, 1934. Burial at 
Hanover Cemetery, Hanover, Ohio.

Davis came from a long line of the Buxton family that had settled in Wash- 
ington County, Pa.

Davis grew up helping his parents operate a mill. This particular mill, 
which operated by water power, was dual purpose. Not only was it a gristmill, 
but a sawmill too. It was while storing grain in the loft of the mill that 
Jacob slipped and fell three stories, breaking his neck. 


The sawmill operation is one with quite a story. Seems that the sawmill was 
a rather crude and slow operating affair. Instead of a circular blade, as we 
know it today, the blade was such that it operated up and down, and at a rather 
slow rate. In fact, this type of mill has often been described as one where the 
saw "goes up today and comes down tomorrow." Thus, the operator could set up a 
log for sawing, and go off to tend other affairs. The operation would stop when 
the cut had been completed. : 


Mr. Buxton, at one time, had a pet bear. As the bear grew, it became some- 
what unruly, and had to be confined. On one occasion, Mr. Buxton had set a log 
in place for sawing, and had gone about with other chores. The bear, being 
somewhat disgruntled by the confinement, broke his chain and ambled down to see 
what was going on at the mill. 


Intrigued by the motion of the saw, the bear climbed upon the log to inves- 
tigate. When the saw approached the bear, he struck it first with one paw and 
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then with the other. Being angered by the injuries received, the bear engaged 
in mortal combat, the results being disastrous to the bear. 


Mere remnants of the old mill are in existence today. Some of the old stone 

been used in one of the Buxton homes in Independence, Pa., where some of the 
descendents make their home. ;

With Rittenhouse Criss, we have the first real description of one of our 
elder Criss family members. Described by his son, Nicholas, he was not a tall 
man but solidly built. His hair was thick and pure white, combed in front ina 


pompadour. He wore a full beard, which of course, was white like his hair, and 
was trimmed round with his chin. 


Rittenhouse was a pious man. He was a trustee of the Eldersville Methodist 
Protestant Church. He held family worship morning and night in his home. While 
only a young lad, Nicholas could remember his father holding the Bible in one 
hand, and a homemade tallow candle in the other to give him light for reading. 
Nicholas prized very highly an old pewter candle-stick which his father used, 
and the candle moulds used to make the candles. 


Nicholas recalls that Sunday in the home was observed as a day of quiet and 
rest. He was not allowed to whistle on Sunday, and as one of his chief accom- 
plishments was whistling, this constituted a serious problem. He solved his 
problem by whistling more on Saturday. 


Rittenhouse and Mary were married circa 1844, and started their family in 
the vicinity of Eldersville in Jefferson Township.

Henry was the last of the children born of the marriage between John Crist 
and Ursulla Hawkins. In all probability, Henry was born on the home known as 
the "Heritage" on Harmon's Creek, Washington County, Pa. 


From the records available on Henry, it would appear that the marriage took 
place circa 1818. Henry made his home near the folks, and farmed a few acres c 
land. To say that Henry was blessed with good fortune would be remiss, for all 
indications are that he suffered with his marriage and his children. 


The marriage fell apart some time during the period 1850/1860. Henry was 
living with his sister, Sarah (Criss) Wright, and Elizabeth, Henry's wife, was 
listed as a grass widow, and living in Paris, Pa. 


Henry and Elizabeth suffered with their children. Two were declared insane 
by the census taker, and one deaf. As there is no record that the children wer 
ever committed, it can hardly be accepted as fact that this declaration was in 
all aspects, one of truth. George, a son declared insane by the census taker, 
was later known to work as a field hand for the Robert Curry family of Jefferso 
Township. This same Robert Curry's second wife was Sarah Fink, mother of Mary 
Fink, who was the first wife of Rittenhouse Criss. 


Henry died in 1863, at the home of his nephew, Levi Criss. From the readin 
of Henry's Will probated in February, 1863, one can imagine the feeling he stil 
had for his wife and family.
